Francis the Second had 
succeeded his father Ferdi- 
nand the Second on the 
throne of the Two Sicilies ;

predecessor. Guerilla 
bands traversed the interior, 
and the movements of the 
insurgents were directed by 
a secret revolutionary com- 
mittee. In the meantime 
Garibaldi was collecting 
volunteers to lake part in 
the insurrection. On the 
5th May he sailed from 
Genoa with 2000 men. He 
issued a proclamation to the 
Italians. "The Sicilians," 
it said, “ arc fighting against 
the enemies of Italy and for 
Italy. To help them with 
money, arms, and especi- 
ally men, is the duty of 
every Italian.'’ Although 
the Sardinian Government 
officially expressed disap- 
proval of the expedition, it 
took no active steps to pre- 
vent it, and Victor Kmmanuel subsequently 
said, "The people were fighting for liberty 
in Sicily when a brave warrior devoted to 
Italy and me — General Garibaldi — sprang to 
their assistance.

History of our Own Times," ch. xviii.) “ had for 
a long time been in a very disorganised state. 

The Constitutional Government of Juarez had 
come into power, and got into difficulties with 
several foreign States, England among the rest, 
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over the claims of foreign 
creditors, and wrongs com- 
mitted against foreign sub- 
jects. Lord Russell, who 
had acted with gTcat for- 
bearance towards Mexico 
up to this time, now agreed 
to co-operate with France 
and Spain in exacting repa- 
ration from Juarez. But 
he explained clearly that he 
would have nothing to do 
with upsetting the Govern- 
ment of Mexico, or impos- 
ing any European system 
on the Mexican people. 
The Emperor of the 
French, however, had 
already made up his mind 
that he would establish a 
sort of feudatory monarchy 
in Mexico, lie therefore 
persuaded the Archbishop 
Maximilian, brother of the 
Emperor of Austria, to 
accept the crown of the 
monarchy he proposed to 
set up in Mexico. The 
Archduke was a man of 
pure and noble cha- 
racter, but evidently want- 
ing in strength of mind, 
and he agreed after some 
hesitation to accept the 
offer." 

The melancholy sequel 
of this enterprise will be 
seen later.

On the 6th Feb- 
ruary the Danes had been 
compelled to retreat from 
the Dannewerkc, and on 
the 10th February the Aus- 
trians and Prussians occu- 
pied North Schleswig. 

Our foreign policy, at 
this time under the direc- 
tion of Earl Russell, was 
scarcely characterised by 
dignity or decision, and 
gave little public satisfac- 
tion. " Lord Rest-and-bc- 
thankful ” (as Punch called 
the Foreign Minister) 
seemed always making 
protests which were dis- 
regarded, and implying promises which were 
not kept. Meanwhile it was suspected that 
Prussia's aggression upon Denmark would en- 
courage other European Powers, notably France 
and Italy, in their desire for territorial exten- 
sion, a suspicion which proved to be well- 
founded.

President, Abraham Lincoln. The President 
was in his private box at Lord's Theatre, 
Washington, when the assassin, a furious fanatic 
named John Wilkes Booth, son of a once cele- 
brated actor, made his way into the box, and 
fired, at close quarters, a pistol-shot, which, 
entering the President’s head at the back, passed 
nearly through. ’ 4 Sit semper lyrannis / *’ shouted 
Booth, jumping on to the stage and brandishing 
a knife. He then made his escape at the back 
of the theatre. The President, mortally wounded, 


only lived until the morning, when he expired, 
to the bitter and wrathful grief of his country- 
men, and the sorrow of the civilized world. 

At the same time another assassin made his 
way into the sick-chamber of Mr. Seward, and 
inflicted upon him with a knife severe and 
dangerous wounds, from which, however, the 
Secretary happily recovered. 

This ghastly tragedy came as a shock upon 
the world, and enlisted earnest sympathy in 
every quarter, particularly, as was natural, in 
this country. The Queen sent an autograph 
letter of condolence to Mrs. Lincoln, addressed

"Oxford's loss is Eng- 
land's gain," said Mr. 

Punch. " We condole with 
the University. We con- 
gratulate the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and the 
country. He can now 
throw away the pole, and 
with unfaltering steps pro- 
ceed on the path staked out 
for him. There was a non- 
conformity between Mr. 

Gladstone and the old 
‘ Masters,’ which no 
growth of intelligence in 
the minds of the country I 
clergy and county squires, 
no softening of the bigotry 
of the cloister and the com- 
mon room could ever have 
abolished. He had out- 
grown the suit of Oxford 
Mixture, which will exactly 
lit Mr. Gathornc Hardy." 

Mr. Gladstone had cer- 
tainly outgrown Toryism of 
the Oxford type. He said 
himself, addressing a large 
meeting in the Free-Trade 
Hall, Manchester, on the 
1 8th : " At last, my friends, 

1 am come among you — 
and I am come, to use an 
expression which has be- 
come very famous, and is 
not likely to be forgotten, 1 
am come among you * un- 
muzzled.’ ” Expressing a 
very natural regret at being 
dismissed after eighteen 
years’ service from the re- 
presentation of the Univer- 
sity, " which he had loved 
with a deep and passionate 
love," and saying, "I have 
no complaint to make of 
the party which has refused me the resump- 
tion of that place," he continued, *' I am aware 
of no cause for the votes which have given a 
majority against me in the University of Oxford, 
except the fact that the strongest conviction 
that the human mind can receive, that an over- 
powering sense of the public interests, that the 
practical teachings of experience, to which from 


my youth Oxford herself taught me to lay open 
my mind— all these have shewn me the folly, 
and. I will say, the madness of refusing to join 
in the generous sympathies of ray countrymen, 
by adopting what 1 must call an obstructive 
policy." 

As a landmark in Mr. Gladstone's political 
career this incident is worth noting at some 


length. He was returned for South Lancashire 
on the 20th July, third on the poll, with 8,786 
votes as against 8,806 for Turner, and 9,171 for 
F.gcrton, the two Conservatives elected. From 
that time forward his mind developed rapidly 
in the direction of Liberalism.

That 
England that was wont to conquer other nations, has 
gained a shameful victory over herself ; and, oh, that a 
man would rise in order that he might set forth in 
w-urdt that could not die, the shame, the rage, the 
scorn, the indignation and the dc*|air with which the 


measure is viewred by every Englishman who U not a 
stave to the trammels of party, or who is not dauled by 
the glare of a temporary and ignoble succors.'' 

Mr. Disraeli, replying, said : — 

" I do not think that the country is in danger : I think 
England is safe in the race of men who inhabit her : 
that she is safe in something much more predous than 
her accumulated capital — her accumulated experience. 
She U safe in her national character and her fnnsc, in the 
traditions of a thousand years, and in that glorious future 
which 1 believe awaits her. * 

Mr. Gladstone did nm take part in the con- 
cluding debate. *' but ” (said Mr. Punch) “ it 


may be assumed that he is tolerably satisfied." 
largely by his action the Bill had been so com- 
pletely transformed that it was said of it that 
nothing of the original Government measure 
was left save the preamble. And Lord Cran- 
borne complained that all the precautions, 
guarantees, and securities with which the Bill 
had originally bristled, had been swept away at 
the imperious bidding of Mr. Gladstone. 

Mr. Punch said, “ The Reform Act, as it 
emerged at last, gave Household Suffrage to 
boroughs, brought the County Franchise down 
lower than was originally intended, bestowed 
votes on lodgers, and widened the operation of 
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that portion of the scheme which dealt with the 
Redistribution of Seats.'*

(“Essence"). “The High Church Ritualists 
(he declared) and the followers of the Pope have 
been long in secret combination, and arc now in 


open confederacy.*' This was met by mocking 
laughter, when Mr. Disraeli added that the pro- 
posals of Mr. Gladstone were not confined to 
mere political arrangements, hut attacked the 
Crown itself.

DWARD GROFKRRY 

Stanley, fourteenth 
Earl of Derby, died to-day 
at Knowslcy, aged 71 . 
This high-minded and hot- 
mettled nobleman had been 
three times Premier, and 
had only recently, in con- 
sequence of failing health, 
resigned the leadership to 
Mr. Disraeli. From his 
fiery eloquence known as 
“ The Rupert of Debate '* 
(a title applied to him 
by Lord Lytton), Earl 
Derby was a polished 
scholar (he had published 
an acceptable translation 
of Homer) and always a 
chivalrous gentleman. Mr.

They 
awarded a gross sum of 15,500,000 dollars

The award was signed 
by all the arbitrators except 
Sir A. Cockburn, who dis- I 
sented from it in a very 
lengthy and elaborate judg- 
ment. He agreed with his 
colleagues as to the “ Ala- 
bama," though not for the 
same reasons, but he pro- 
tested against the allowance 
of interest, and the amount 
thereof. He expressed a 
hope, however, that the de- 
cision would be accepted 
by the British people “with 
the submission and respect 
which is due to the decision ' 
of a tribunal by whose 
award it has freely con- 
sented to abide."

** 1 see no public advantage in my continuing 
to act as the leader of the Liberal Party ; and 
at the age of sixty-five and after forty-two 
years of a laborious public life I think myself 
entitled to retire on the present opportunity. 
This retirement is dictated to me by my personal 
views as to the best method of spending the 


closing years of my life. I need hardly say that 
my conduct in Parliament will continue to be 
governed by the principles on which I have 
heretofore acted, and whatever arrangements 
may be made for the treatment of general 
business and for the advantage or convenience 
of the Liberal Party, they will have my cordial 
support. I should perhaps add that I am at pre- 
sent, and mean for a short time to be, engaged 
on a special mutter which occupies me closely."

ADMIRALTY GUIDE. 

[Out ej the Fag ) 

There appears to have bceti 
considerable misapprehension 
among officers of the Royal Nat ) 
as to the line of conduct to be 
adopted under certain circum- 
stances. All doubts, however, 
on these jxwnt* must have liecn 
removed by the derision of a 
recent Court-Martial, and the 
Admimlty mimilc thereupon. 

For the benefit of the Service 
we give a short summary of the 
instructions which appear to t< 
conveyed. 

Far Admit alt. 

Admirals in command of a 
squadron will regulate the speed 
of the ships composing it, but 
will not lie responsible for acci- 
dents which may arise from the 
rate of speed being improper. 

On the approach of frg. a gun 
may be tired from the flagship ; 
care I icing however taken that 
the gun used is not heavy enough 
la lie heard by the other ships of 
the squadron. (Suitable pieces 
of ordnance for this purpose may 
be obtained at the Model Dock- 
yard in the Strand.) 

For Captain* commanding Iron- 
clads in Squadron. 

No alteration of speed or 
course must under any circum- 
stances lie made on the Captain's 
own authority. 

Should a vessel lie unfortu- 
nately discovered across I he 
tiows, the Admiral must lie sig- 
nalled to, and his directions 
awaited. If, however, the vessel 
in danger be the Admiralty 
yacht, carrying their Lordships, 
the Captain of the Ironclad may, 
on his own responsibility, order 
life-buoys to be grit ready ; that 
intended for the First Lord 
being at once decorated with 
red cloth. 

In the event of fug coming on, 
steam is immediately to be shut 
off from the whistle, or it might 
inadvertently be sounded, thus 
giving notioeof your whereabouts 
to some other ship, and enabling 
her to get out of your w-ay, or 
perhaps to nun you ; in which case, of course, you 
would be held responsible (or the disaster. 

Should this however occur, the diver belonging to the 
ship will immediately assume hi* dress and descend lo 
i&s|icct the leak. 

On his return he will prepare a written report of its 
size, Ac., and upon this report, countersigned by the 
Captain, the necessary quantity of oakum, spare sails.
